penitentiary for two years from thiecoun- 
ty in May, 1882, is now on trinl in the 
circuit court nt Jolier, for tho murder of 
hid cell-mate.

niiraed Burnett slept together iu Mrs 
Hutchison's boarding 
house, on the 


Leveo, one night in February, 1882, npc 
Mike getting up first, made oil' with Bar- 
iiett'a 820 wfitoh, a S5 chain, a $5 charm 
and other articles. He was arrested by 
OHlcers Brookway aud Acker, anil in May 
of that year tho prisoner went np for lar- 
ceny. In tho prison nt Joliot, on May 
yotb, of the present year, a keeper heard 
screams coming from u coll on tho top 
gallery. He hurried to tho spot and there 
found John Anderson, Moonoy's coll 
mate, on his knoew boforo the Joor,clutch- 
ing tho burs. Anderson pointed to his 
throat, but was unable to speak, and foil 
back doad. Tho body of the ciouviot was 
found to bo covered with staba and cuts, 
tha bond, neck aud chest exhibition a 
dozou wounds, any one of which would 
huvo been futnl, •I'horo wore thirty-one 
separate wounds ou the dead mini's por- 
Boii. Mooney protended to bo asleep nud 
to know nothing about tho manner of 
his cell-mate'H death. Upon the lloor of 
tho cell was found tho knife with which 
tho stabbing had been done, Moonoy 
admitted that tho knife WIIH hiB, saying 
he hud made it out of a ten-inch liat file, 
ground down to a ruznr-liko edge ou tho 
emery wheel in tho wire shop whore tlio 
two men wore employed. Moonoy suid 
he had taken the knife to tbo coll to cut 
his tobacco with, and had placed it upon 
the shelf, whore Audersou had found it 
nod indicted the titubs upon himgclf.

udB* and imder hia finger nails, for 


which ho could givo no satisfactory ex- 
planation, John Anderson was sentenced 
Irom Chicago on a one-year aentenocv in 
Fobruaiy hiBt.
